House to be Ready 


Work on the $500,000 plant of the 
Moran Packing Company started here 
Monday when the first earload of 
building material readied the 
grounds. 

The plant will he in full operation 
with a payroll of 500 men by No¬ 
vember 1st of this year. 

The above cut. designed especially 
for The Enterprise, clearly sets forth 
the magnitude of the new packing 
plant and the substantial nature of 
the factory buildings, which will lie 
of concrete. 

The Moran Packing Compuny is u 
powerful corporation which, after due 
consideration, has found South San 
Francisco to be the ideal place to 
locate its mammoth plant to take care 
of its ever-increasing business. 

The Moran compuny .stands out in 
the financial world as a great con¬ 
cern which manufactures food prod¬ 
ucts of a staple variety. 

When the company originally de¬ 
cided to locate here, the scope of 
operations in South San Francisco 
were to have been limited. However, 
It was decided that the company, 
which owns hnd operates a string of 
plants in other California cities, 
should centralize here and practically 
handle the business of the western 
states from the new $500,000 plant. 

The company’s present plants are 
to be utilized to a large extent In the 
way of distributing stations, with 
South San Francisco as the vital 
point. 

The following statement was offi¬ 
cially given out at the Moran offices 

Moran & Co. have begun construc¬ 
tion of a $500,000 pork slaughtering 
„nd packing plant on their fourteen- 
acre tract on Walker avenue, South 
S«n Francisco. The company Is a 


California corporation, of which W. 
M. Moran is president and general 
manager. 

To meet the rapidly increasing de¬ 
mand for western product, the highest 
grades of hams, bacon, lard, com¬ 
pound, etc., will be prepared from 
California stock, under the direction 
of O. F. Mills, superintendent. Gov¬ 
ernment inspectors will supervise the 
handling and processing of all food 
products. 

Fspecial care was taken by K. von 
Voorhies, construction manager, to 
design, construct and equip the plant 
witii all the latest improvements, and 
everything necessary to have tiie 
products handled in the most efficient 
and sanitary manner. The tint slab 
type of reinforced concrete Is used 
throughout. 

Moran & Co. have made every 
effort to make their plant a model of 
its kind. It will have a capacity of 
KlIMI hogs per day, and employ up¬ 
ward of 500 men. The plant will be 
completed and ready for operation 
November 1st.

EGG VARIATIONS. 

S panish omelet. - Four eggs, 
four tablespoonfuls of cold water, 
pepper, salt, two tablespooufuls 
of butter. Melt the butter in a clean 
frying pau. Beat yolks of eggs, add the 
water. Beat whites und fold into yolks 
Fry on one side until brown, set in hot 
oven to brown top. Serve with or with¬ 
out tomato sauce on a hot platter. 

Dropped Eggs on Celery Toast.—Use 
the outer stalks of a bunch of celery, 
wash well, cut in small pieces and 
stew in salted water until very tender 
Then drain, press through a puree 
sieve and seasou the pulp thus obtain¬ 
ed with salt, white pepper, celery salt, 
butter and cream. Do not add too 
much liquid, as the puree must be 
thick. Ileat over hot water, sprend 
thickly on squares of crisp toast and 
lay on top of each a neatly poached 
egg. Dust the yolk of the egg with a 
bit of paprika and serve immediately. 

Minced Ham and Poached Eggs.— 
Chop one pint of cold ham tine and rub 
it to a smooth paste, add one table¬ 
spoonful of melted butter, one table¬ 
spoonful of chopped parsley, salt and 
pepper to taste and two beaten eggs 
If too dry moisten with a little cream, 
but do not have it too soft to shnpe 
Heat it in a frying pan just enough to 
warm through, letting it dry off if too 
moist. Form it on a hot platter into a 
flat mound; hollow the center, leaving 
a ridge of the mixture round the edge. 
Keep it hot and put three or four 
poached eggs in the center. 

Creamed Peas and Eggs.—Put into 
baking dish a layer of canned, sea¬ 
soned peas, a layer of sliced hard 
boiled eggs, and so on. Cover all with 
a cream sauce made with two table¬ 
spoonfuls of butter and one and one- 
half tablespoonfuls of flour blended, 
one cupful of scalded milk, little salt 
and pepper. Spread top with bread¬ 
crumbs dotted with bits of butter 
Brown in a quick oven. You can use 
half quantity, using two eggs and one- 
half can of pens. 

Egg Bread.—Cut stale bread into thin 
chips and saute in good lard and but¬ 
ter or bacon drippings until delicate 
brown; to throe cupfuls bread chips 
use two eggs; beat well and add one- 
half cupful milk: pour over bread in 
pan and stir while frying until golden 
brown crusts form* season well.

ORDINANCE NO. 92. 

An Ordinance of the City of South San 
Francisco Imposing 1 a License Tax 
Upon Persons, Firms or Corporations 
Purchasing, Gathering or Collecting 
Rags, Old Iron, Brass, Copper, Sine, 
Lead and Other Metals Within the 
City of South San Francisco. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. Every person, firm or cor¬ 
poration who or which conducts^ the 
business of purchasing, gathering or 
collecting rags, old Iron, brass, copper, 
zinc, lead, and any and all other metals 
within tlie City of South San Francisco 
shall pay a license tax of Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) per annum payable quarterly in 
advance on the first days of duly, Oc- I 
tober, January and April. 

Section 2. Every person, firm or cor¬ 
poration who or which shall commence, 
engage in or carry on the business of 
purchasing, gathering or collecting rags, 
old iron, brass, copper, zinc, lead and 
any anti all other metals within the 
City of South San Francisco, whether 
as principal or agent, without having 
first procured the license herein pro¬ 
vided for and hereby requred, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be pun¬ 
ished by a fine not exceeding Twenty 
Dollars i $20.00), or by imprisonment 
for a period not exceeding One (1) 
month, or by both such fine and im¬ 
prisonment. Fa oh day’s continuance of 
such business shall be deemed a sep¬ 
arate offense and shall be punishable 
as such under the terms of this ordi¬ 
nance. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall be 
published once in "The Fnterprise.” a 
weekly newspaper, printed, published 
and circulated in the City of South San 
Francisco, and shall take effect and be 
in force from and after the expiration 
of thirty (30) days after the date of its

Equalizing Salaries 

It is expected that the present legislature will do something to equalize 
the salaries and fees of the officials of this county. San Mateo county has 
practically trebled since 1905. In that period it has become largely a sub¬ 
urban community with all its accompanying problems. Some of the county 
officials have been given assistance in proportion. Two orticials receive just 
the same salary and expenses in 1917 that they received in 1905. The district 
attorney’s office received $2100 per annum in 1905. Since that time the duties 
of that office have increased several hundred per cent, yet the district altori 
ney’s office «tiii receives just $2400. The treasurer’s office received $1800 in 
1905: the duties and responsibilities of the office have increased manyfold, 
yet the treasurer still receives the sailary of $1800. 

In 1913 the late Hon. Henry Ward Brown got a salary liill through the 
legislature equalizing the salaries of the officials of the county. The hill 
passed both houses < f the legislature and according to the governor’s own 
statement would have been signed by the governor, but one of his secretaries 
misplaced the bill under a blotter on the governor’s desk. 

The salaries should be equalized. 

The salary of the treasurer, auditor, surveyor and district attorney should 
he increased, and sufficient assistance sin,aid be provided to do the county's 
work. The duties of the auditor’s office have increased far beyond the as¬ 
sistance provided. The district attorney’s office is the advisor of all the 
county, township and district officials. The work of his office has increased 
enormously yet file pay and allowance remain the same. 

In Contra Costa county the district attorney receives $3200 per annum; 
he lias one deputy at $2100, one at $1500 and a stenographer at $300 per year. 

In Humboldt county the district attorney receives $3000 per annum and 
has a deputy at $1800 per annum. 

In Monterey county, a county smaller than San Mateo county, the dis¬ 
trict attorney receives $2100 and lias cue deputy at $1200 per aniiipa and one 
deputy at $900 per annum. 

Tulare county pays its district attorney $3000 per annum and gives him 
one deputy at $2400 and a stenographer at $900 per year.

Washington, April 2. —The eonditlop 
In which tlie railroads find themselves 
as a result of constant increases in 
wages, prices of material, taxes and 
other expenses, while their revenues 
are restricted by legislation, was strik 
ingly described by .lulius Kruttsi-hnitt, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Southern Pacific Company, in 
his testimony during the past few days 
before the Joint Congressional Com¬ 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, which 
is making a study of the question of 
railroad regulation. Mr. Kruttsohnitt 
urged the committee to recommend a 
plan of regulation which will center 
responsibility for regulation and its 
results In the federal government, so 
that conditions affecting both expenses 
and revenues may be made subject to 
a uniform policy instead of the waste 
ful and often conflicting policies in 
voiced in the system of combined state 
and federal^regulation. 

Why Roads Need More Money. 

Mr Kruttschnitt's testimony also had 
a bearing on the reasons for the appli¬ 
cation of the roads to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for a general 
advance in freight rates, tie showed 
that while the price of transportation 
has declined in recent years, the cost 
of producing transportation, like the 
cost of almost everything else, lias rap¬ 
idly advanced. This tie illustrated by 
showing that if freight and passenger 
rates had increased during the past 
twenty years in the same proportion as 
average commodity prices the railroads 
of tlie Unite*! States would have re¬ 
ceived $1.654,<*<XU*00 more for trans 
portation in 1915 than they did receive 

This saving to the public was effect 
ed. in epite of an increase of 93 per 
cent in the cost of operation of trains, 
by a reduction in the average passen 
g^r rate per mile from 2.04 cents in 
1895 to 1.98 cents in 1915, a decrease 
of 3 per cent, and by a reduction in the 
average freight rate per ton mile from 
8.39 mills in 1895 to 7.3 mills in 1915, or 
13 per cent. During the same period 
the cost of operation per train mile 
rose from 92 cents to $1.78, almost 
doubling. At the same time the aver¬ 
age price of 349 commodities enumer¬ 
ated in a bulletin of the Department of 
Agriculture Increased 115 per cent 
Transportation is practically the only 
commodity in general use that lias not 
increased tremendously in price during 
the past lwent.i years, freight and pas 
senger charges being lower than they 
were years ago 

Big Saving to Puolic. 

If rates had risen pioportionately to 
the increase in the cost of other arti¬ 
cles of ordinary use, Mr. Kruttsohnitt 
told the committee, the average pas¬ 
senger rati in 11*15 would have been 
2.95 cents a mile, or 50 per cent higher 
than it was, and the average freight 
rate would have been 1.21 cents, or 69 
per cent higher than it was. The sav¬ 
ing to the public in passenger fares 
through this difference was $314,000, 
000 and in freight rates $1,340,000,000. 

Universal railroad bankruptcy under 
this reduction in rates and increased 
cost of operation, he said, was avoided 
only by heavy expenditures to obtain 
increased efficiency in train movement, 
making it possible to haul more tons of 
freight per locomotive. This had re 
duced the average cost of hauling a 
ton of freight, but t' decline in the 
average freight run i reduced the 
net revenue of the rouu- from each ton 
hauled. If the operating costs of the 
railroads, including the prices of coal, 
labor and material, continue to ad¬ 
vance at the present rate a lot of rail¬ 
roads will be in the hands of receivers 
by 1918 unless some relief is afforded, 
Mr. Kruttschnitt told the committee. 

“Owing to the rise of commodity 
prices,” he said, “the purchasing power 
of the dollar has fallen 55 per cent and 
the railroads are in the position of be¬ 
ing compelled by law to accept pay¬ 
ment for their service to the public In 
currency worth 45 cents on the dollar.

UNDER NATIONAL 
CIVIL SERVICE 

Postmaster Daniel McSweeney is 
receiving the congratulations of his 
friends over the fact that he has been 
placed on the civil service list. This 
means that he now has a life tenure 
of office. 

Official notice of President Wilson’s 
order placing postmasters under civil 
service has been sent out. The order, 
dated March 31st, which was secured 
through the efforts of the National 
Civil Service League of New York, 
reads as follows: 

“Hereafter when a vacancy occurs 
in the position of postmaster of any 
office of the first, second or third class 
as the result of death, resignation, re¬ 
moval, or on the recommendation of 
the first assistant postmaster-general, 
approved by the postmaster-general, 
to the effect that the efficiency or 
needs of the service requires that a 
change shall be made, the postmaster- 
general shall certify the fact to the 
civil service commission, which shall 
forthwith hold an open competitive 
examination to test the fitness of ap¬ 
plicants to fill such vacancy, and 
when such examnition has been held 
and the papers in connection there¬ 
with have been rated, the said com¬ 
mission shall certify the result 
thereof to the postmaster-general, 
who shall certify and submit to the 
president the name of the highest 
qualified eligible for appointment to 
fill such vacancy, unless it is estab¬ 
lished that the character or residence 
of such applicant disqualifies him for 
appointment. No person who has 
passed his sixty-fifth birthday shall 
be given the examination herein pro- 
I vided for.”

WILL HOLD CONVENTION 


The first convention of the recently 
organized Pacific coast section of the 
National Electric Light Association 
will assemble at Riverside, Cal., on 
April 19th for a three-day meeting. 
It will be attended by representatives 
of forty-nine electric light companies 
in the territory embraced by the 
states of California, Arizona, Nevada 
and New Mexico, and representing an 
invested capital of approximately 
$500,000,000, with a gross revenue dur¬ 
ing the year of approximately $50,- 
000,000. In the territory mentioned 


there are seventy-three hydro-electric 
plants, with an aggregate installed 
capacity of 600,000 horsepower, and 
thirty-one steam plants, with an 
aggregate installed capacity of 425,- 
000 horsepower, and with a connected 
load of approximately 2,000,000 horse¬ 
power. The population served ap¬ 
proximates 4,000,000 people.

“I would willingly equip and 
finance all who volunteered to go, 
but I will never compel the unwilling 
service of my own or another’s boy 
in foreign lands except for preserva¬ 
tion of the United States.’’
